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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the examiner respectfully disagrees with 
applicants argument on applicant's submission that there is no motivation to combine Yonezawa and Menard for the reason that applicant 
discloses the importance for reduction in communcation failure and Improved communcation between i.e. rescue personnel in the case of 
an emergency (pars. 3 and 4 of the specification), therefore there is motivation for combining. 

Applicant's argument that there is no distinction between different types of transmitted signals is not persuasive for the resaon that 
Yonezawa discloses that a signal is received by base station directed unit 33 and is converted by the signal converter 23 and transmitted 
to mobile station directed unit 34 (see figure 1 and par. 33), therefore, Yonezawa discloses different types of transmitted signals. 
Yonezawa does not disclose distinguishing between a proirity and non-proirity signal. Menard discloses priority code present in a wireless 
message that denotes the importance of delivery of message (pars. 25-30 and 48-49). 

Applicant's argument with regards to the combination of O'Neill and Yarkosky is not persuasive for the reson that O'Neill discloses signals 
that are received from base station by repeater system 20 located in a high rise building are transmitted to subscriber unit inside the 
building (pars. 45-47). O'Neill does not disclose radio signal parallel to an outside of the building. Yarkosky discloses radio signal parallel 
to an outside of the building (figure 5). Therefore, the argued limitations are the same as disclosed or the limitations are written broad such 
that they read on the cited art, rejections are maintained. 
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
